Athabasca Landing, May 28.—The 
Northern Sun has returned from 
Lesser Slave Lake and brings news of 
phenomenally high water in the lake 
and Little Slave River. In one spot 
Captain Barber ran his boat in cight 
feet of water where there is usually 
only. «ix inches. Low-lying land 
around the lake and along the river 
is flooded for miles. The Athabasca 
is correspondingly high. 

Several of the wing dams built in 
the Little Slave River to confine the 
water to the channel, thus increasing 
it to navigable depth, were carried 
out and went down e«tream, The dams 
were built by the Dominion govern- 
ment and have been under process of 
construction for several years. Their 
replacement will mean a large ex- 
penditure of money. 


The bridge built by the provincial 
government over Moose Creek was 
also washed out.
